Kingsbay, Spitzbergen—(By Radio 
From Steamer Farm.) May 25.—The 
fourth full day passed this afternoon 
without news from the Amundsen- 
Ellsworth polar eypedition, and fears 
of disaster became more pronounced 
among the watches at Spitzbergen. 

We were still trying to be optimists 
here at the expedition’s base, and our 
hopes continued to burn brightly, but 
even the most strong-hearted among 
us had to admit foreboding of some 
serious mishap to the six adventurers, 
whose secret was still hidden in the 
frozen north. , 

The hourly suspense grew very try- 
ing today with the completion of the 
fourth-day cycle. Probably the peak 
of anticipation was reached this 
afternoon, with our meteorological re- 
ports indicating a rapidly rising storm 
area around the pole. 


Olso, Norway, May 2 25.—The Ship- 
ping Gazette says that the Arctic re- 
gions are threatened with storms 
which, it is thought, will compel Cap- 
tain Amundsen to return immediately 
if he is able. The weather forecast 
is for snow and fog on Wednesday. 


WINDS SWEEPING 
ACROSS DISTRICT. 

Oslo, Nerway, May 25.—Reports 
of stormy weather in the Aretic. re- 
ceiyed here Monda~- night, incrensed 
the appreliension over Capt. Roald 
Amundsen and his aerial expedition 
to the north pole. With the begin- 
ning of the fifth day since Anund- 
‘sen’@ departure, the world is stil! 
‘ without advices a: to the outcome of 
- bis adventure. 

The winds which presumably are 
sweeping across the polar district 
now, according to weather reports, 
may have delayed the explorer on 


his return trip. If the storms con- 
tinue severe, flying would be almost 


impossible. 
Witk each hour that fails to bring 
word out of the north, fears for the 


expedition increase, but Amundsen’s 
friends and relatives are still hope- 


ful.

Sensational charges that the At- 
lanta federal penitentiary is “a pest 
house, a blot upon the nation, a dis- 
grace to any civilized community. and 
a house of shame,” made in gunday’s 
issue of The New York Graphie by 
Dr. Carlo Tresca, editor of an Italian 
newspaper published in New York, 
Monday were characterized as “with- 
out foundation” by attaches and pri- 
soners of the institution. 

Tresca’s charges are perhaps the 
most sensational ever made by a man 
who has served “time” in the federal 
prison here: He was convieted in 
New York in a federal court on a 
charge of sending prohibited matter 
through the mails and sentenced to 
one year and one day. He was con- 
victed last December and begay serv- 
ing his sentence January 7. His sen- 
tence was commuted to four months 
by President Coolidge and he was re- 
leased from the prison here May 7. 

Blamed Mussolini Government. 

After his release Tresca issued a 

statement to The Constitution in 


| which he declared his prosecution’ was | in 


the-resuit of thé ennitty of the Mvaibet-tke 
lini government in Italy, which, he 
said, had tried to throttle his news- 
paper. He said the United States 
government had been led te aid the 
prosecytion, and intimated that the 
charge against him was “trumped up.” 
As to conditions it the prison and his 
life there, he told a Constitution re- 
porter that beg ,prison experience “was 
a closed 

Later Pea went to his home in 
New York and the article appearing 
in The New York Graphic is based 
both on the allegation that the Ital- 
ian government used the United 
States government to imprison him, 
and additional charges relative to 
conditions in the prison as he saw 
them. 

Summarized briefly he charges that 
nareotics are sold freely in the prison, 
that privileges are bought and sold, 
that guards are cruel and overbear- 
ing, that immorality of a shocking 
nature is practiced, and that men are 
turned out of the penitentiary in far 
worse condition morally than when 
they entered it. He charges he was 
placed in “the hole.” a section of the 
prison reserved for unruly and in- 
subordinate prisoners and was forced 
to remain there in company with a 
prisoner suffering with a dangerous 
contagious disease. 

When these charges appeared The 
Constitution began an investigation. 
Warden John W. Snook said he

Tennessee, which said public schools 
are supported in parts and in whole 
by the public school funds of the

Scopes, being at the time, and prior 
thereto, a teacher in the public 
schools of Rhea county, Tennessee.

Unification With Congre- 
gationalist Voted After 
Bitter Wrangle Between 
Two Factions. 


PEACE MOVE BEGUN 
TO CURB DISPUTES 


Liberals Win First Tilt in 
Open Clash With Fun- 
damentalists; Delegates 
Shocked by Encounter. 


Columbus, Ohio, May 25.—Extreme 
modernists and liberalists in the 
l’resbyterian church came to grips on 
the floor ot their national assembly 
for the firs: time late Monday. ‘The 
net result of a heated word battle be- 
tween leadersyof the two factions was 
adoption of a policy looking toward 
ultimate union of the Presbyterian 
and Congregational churches in the 
United States, 

Appearance on the floor of the reso- 
lution embodying this policy was con- 
setrued as a signal by both factions 
for a test of strength—*‘the first real 
cpportunity,” as one of the commis- 
sioners expressed it, “to determine 
who is on God’s side in this matter.” 

Liberals Win Victory. 

Although passage of the resolution 
was a crushing defeat for the ultra- 
fundamentalists, it cannot be inter- 
preted as anything more than a pass- 
ing victery for the ultra-liberals be- 
c.use it drew support from hundreds 
of the less militant fundamentalists. 

The resolution. was introduced by 
the Clevelund presbytery and provid- 
ed specifically for “full..cooperation 
between individual Congregational aid 
Presbyterian churches.” Its passage 
puts the denomination on record as 
in sympathy with the creed of the 
Congregationalists and opens the way 
for trial unions between individual 
presbyteries and synods. 

Dr. Clarence E. Macartney, of 
Philadephia, former moderator and an 
ultra-fundamentalist, leaped to his 
feet as soon as the resolution was 
introduced and asked permission to 


read sections from the Congregation- 
alist creed, 


Split Is Threatened. 


When he had tinished, Dr. Mac 
artney faced the powerful New York 
Liberal wing of the assembly and 
declared : 

“[ leave it to the most Liberal 
members of the Presbytery of New 
York to tell us whether in the last 
50 years the Congregational church 
has not been drifting toward a point 
more remote from the standard of 
our church. 


“This sounds jike a move toward 
unity; but if ‘you want to split the 
Presbyterian church wide open, just 
go on with exchanges with the Con- 
gregational church.” 


Dr. Macartney then proposed an 
amendment providing that any union 
with the Congregationalists be strictly 
on the basis of the Presbyterian creed. 
The amendment was promptly defeat- 

- As soon as he had surrendere 
the floor, liberalists began popping up 
on every side, demanding that they 
be heard. Moderator Charles R. Erd- 
man gave the floor to the Rev. J. 
Duncan Hartley, of: Whitefish, Mont., 
who declared the union plan had 
worked well in Canada, where his peo- 
ple came from. 

The Rev. Mr. Hartley then shocked 
the assembly by accusing Dr. Macart- 
ney of telling a “deliberate falsehood.” 
Macartney had described the Canadian 
Church union as “tragic.”

CALLAUK TAX PLAN 
RAISES REVENUES 
OF FRENCH STATE 


French Taxpayers Asked 
To Pay $100,000,000 More 
in 1925, and Treble That 
Amount in 1926. 


Paris, May 25—France. will dig 
deeper into her pockets than ever be- 
fore if the propos.i:s. submitted to par- 
liament Monday by Finance Minister 
Caillaux meet approval, 

Under the terms of the project by 
which Caillaux intends to blow breath 
into the franc, taxpeyers will increase 
their contributions to the state by 
$100,000,000 during this year and 
$300,000,000 in 1026. 

After determining the most likely 
sources to supply these additional 
funds, the presence of which un 
doubtedly would: dv much toward fi- 
nancial resuscitaticn, the minister has 
proposed five different methods. These 
may be. classified, briefly, as follows: 

Five Methods Proposed. | 
1.—Imposition to a most. severe 
super-tax upon assurance companies 
and oil importers and. dealers, be- 
cause a virtwil monopoly exists in 
these classifications. 

?—Taxation of farmers to the 
same degree as merchants are taxed 
under existing laws. 

3.—Changes in the income tax law 
providing. for a system of variable 
taxes according to the source of taxes. 
A 10 per cent tax on salaries of more 
than 20,000 franes; 15 per cent on 
incomes comprising both salary and 
dividends; and 20 per cent on divi- 
dend incomes exclusively. 

4.—Strict collection of taxes, al- 
lowing no evasions. 

5.—Slight increases in the price of 
tobacco and of postal and telegraph 
rates. 

Only Two Remedies. 

In submitting the proposal, Cail- 
laux dwelt lengthily on the condition 
of the national finances. 

“There are only two remedies,” he 
said, “economies and hard work, tax- 
payers must be treated inexorably and 
without distinction, All other plans 
are chimerical.” 

He urged that the Dawes payments 
be not included in the 1925 budget be- 
cause they were unreceived. 

“Nothing should be in the budget 
except the actual receipts, * he said 
in explanation, “unless the budget is 
balanced without recourse to book- 


keeping.” 


Caillaux hinted at eventual founda- 


tion of state insutance, but at the 
pregent time, such a project may give 
way to a national reinsurance compa- 
ny controlling all of the private cor- 
porations of France.

Skyland, Va., May 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Plans for reorganiza- 
tion of the National Park Service, 
which, if adopted, would return to 
state jurisdiction a number of the 
smaller outdoor projects now under its 
control to make way for the acquisi- 
tion in the east of larger areas were 
outlined by Secretary Work in an ad- 
dress to the fifth national conferenre 
on state parks which opened here late 
today. 

Pointing to the numerous national 
parks of the west, S@eretary Work 
declared it is time other primeval 
spots in,the east containing similar 
natural wonders be preserved for the 
benefit of this densely populated sec 
tion. 


This plan, he added, should include 
the acquisition by states of limited 
areas of a few hundred square miles 
or less, suitable for park purposes 
such as the celebrated Cumberland 
Gap and the Carlsbad Cave in New 
Mexico, all potential, each of absorb: 
ing interest to the naturalist, and fi- 
nancial assets to states, of great pos: 
sibilities that might well be develoved 
by the state in line with this policy. 

Stephen T. Mather, director of the 
national park service, who enlarged 
upon Secretary Work’s proposals, 
pointed out that the federal govern- 
ment had assumed jurisdiction over 
many of these smaller areas to save 
them from destruction until the states 
had developed their own park plans. 
The time has arrived, he thought, when 
the comonwealths of the nation 
might regain control of them not only

Washington, May 25.—Income tax 
payments will be opened again about 
July 1, both to the public and to the 
newspapers, whose right to publish 
them has been upheld by the atirend | 
court. 

Because of the necessary approval | 
of all assessments by the ‘internal 
revenue bureau here, which requires 
time, treasury officials have tenta- 


tively fixed July 1 as the date for 
publication, though it may be earlier. 
These will reveal the payments on in- 
ae tax returns filed by March 15, 
ast. 

The victory for the newspaper 
which published column after a 
of payments last year in the face of 
a treasury warning, came Monday, 
The supreme court, holding that pub- 
lication was legal, stated that “this 
information cannot be regarded other- 
wise than public property under the 
congressional enactment.” 

Unanimous Decision. 

The decision was unanimous. 
court did not go at all into the con- 
stitutional question of freedom of 
speech and the press, which had been 
stressed heavily by attorneys for the 
two papers which had been indicted. 
These papers were the Raltimore 
Post, a Scripps-Howard newspaper. 
and the Kansas City Journal-Post 
indictments against whom wer» final- 
ly dismissed. Lower courts had dis- 
missed the indictments, but the gov- 
ernment had appealed. 

The court confined itself strictly 
to the legal points involved, holding 
that there was no conflict in statutes 
enacted by congress, as had. been 
claimed. Congress, in voting publicity 
in income tax returns, but with the 
proviso, “except as provided by law.” 
This proviso legalized the new statute, 
the court held. The old statute also 
referred to complete returns, and the 
new provided simply for publication 
of “payments.” 

The decision of the court. which 
was brief, was as predicted when ar- 
gument in the case was concluded. It 
was also pointed our at that time that 
the court would confine itself to the 
legal points involved. 

Regulations covering the publicity 
of returns will be issued by the treas- 
ury to all income tax collectors when 
the decision has been studied. There 
was considerable confusion before, be- 
eause of the lack of preparation by 
the collectors for the rush which set 
in from all sides, and because of a 
tnisunderstanding as to just what the 
publicity provided allowed.

It was pointed out at the treasury 
that the.amount of payment does not 
give a true picture of.income, because 
of a number of factors.

would not be able to discuss the case 
unless authorized to do so by the at- 
torney general of the United States. 
He agreed, however, to permit a re- 
porter to make any kind of investiga- 
tion desired and offered free, use of 
the prison records in the case ‘for 
this purpose. The writer visited the 
prison Monday, and ow the basis of a 
very meaget investigation Tresca 
charges against the prison and its 
administration appear to be exag- 
gerated and somewhat~ distorted, a 
hint of personal animus against the 
United States government’s attitude 
toward him rather than against any 
mistreatment in the prison or om any 
dereliction in duty of its warden ap- 
pearing. & : 

After reviewing the details of. his 
prosecution, which have no connec- 
tion one way or other with the At- 
lanta prison, Tresca takes up the 
prison life as he found it in his 
artiele as follows: 

Tresco’s Charges. 

“But while I was in Atlanta, I 
made discoveries and observations 
which are shocking to the entire 
country. 

“T here charge that Atlanta federa' 
penitentiary is a nest of corruption. 
of perversion, of crookedness, and 4 
center for the making of dope fiends. 

“Tf can prove these things, for wien 
I left I carried out in the soles of 
niy shoes a paper containing the num- 
ber of the prisoners who peddle heroin 
within the prison, walls. The warden 
down there knows I have these facts. 
The warden knows that these condi- 
tions exist, and he is helpless to rem- 
edy them. 

“Let me tel] you what happened 
first. Everybody in the prison has to 
work.. The work is assigned by a 
deputy. Now, there is pleasant work 
and unpleasant work. Who gets the 
pleasant work? 

“The man who. pays! 

“Jobs are sold within the prison. 
The ‘prison library, one of the soft 
jobs, is so overcrowded with prisoners 
working there thet they can hardly 
move, A little clique of crooks con- 
trols these jobs. Here is what happen- 
ed to me: 

Bribe Offer Charged. 

“When I first entered the prison 
I asked to be given ‘work on a farm. 
{ wanted to stay in the open air. 
When this desire became known I 
was approached by a representative 
of this clique. : 

“*Do you want to work on a farm”? 

“IT said, “Yes.’ 

“*It can be arranged.’ he said. 
‘It will cost you about, $50 or $100.’

“One dope peddler told me’that he 
makes as much as $1,000 on every 
ounce of heroin distributed in the 
prison. A grain of heroin is divided 
into four portions, each portion being 
sold for a carton of cigarettes. Fach 
prisoner is allowed several cartons of 
cigarettes per month. When the ex- 
change is not made by cigarettes, it 
is paid for in money. In this prison, 
where money is not supposed to 
circulate, I have seen prisoners with 
huge sttms in their pockets. 
“When the news was passed about 
that I was investigating the dope traf- 
fic within the prison walls I was of- 
fered $500 to keep my mouth shut! 
“These are facts, and I have the 
data to.support them. And, further- 
more, the warden knows these are 
facts. | 
“When I became interested in this 
IT wanted te see how easy it was ‘to 
buy dope, and I told one of the ped- 
diers,that J wanted some. Within a 
few hours I had a quarter grain of 
heroin. 
“I ealled a guard 
him the dope. 
- “Do you see how easy it is to get 
it here?’ I asked. 
“He tried to snatch it’ out of my 
hand, but I threw it away. 
“Many of the cells hold eight pris- 
Many of the prisoners who 
had not been dope fiends before they 
came dare dope fiends by the time they 
get out. ‘Atlanta prison is a great [ 
center for the manufacture of drug 
addicts. 
“In addition to this, I witnessed 
acts of immorality among the prison- 
ers crowded into these cells that are 
too shocking to be told. The guards 
know that this is true; the wardet? 
knows that these things go on. Yet 
there is nothing done to stop it. 
Insanitary Conditions. 
“The most insanitary conditions 
imaginable «exist there. Diseased and 
healthy men are huddled indiscrimi- 
nately. 
“Beeause of my investigation of 
dope. and because of other things, one 
of the guards managed to. get me 
in the ‘hole,’ a dark, filthy place, where 
prisoners are kept as punishment. 
‘Phe punishment never succeeds. The 
prisoner simply comes out filled with 
un greater hatred of the guard and so- 
ciety. 
“T had been in this hole only a 
few hours when I discovered that with 
me was a man with open running 
sores. All of us had to use the same 
towel, the same latrine, the same 
drinking eup. 

“The warden called for me, and 
when T téld him of these shocking 
conditions he immediately ordered me 
taken out of the ‘hole.’ 

“Atlanta penitentiary. let me _ re- 
peat, is a pest house, a blot upon the 
nation, a disgrace to any civilized 
community that parades its treatment 
of prisoners. <Ailanta penitentiary is 
a house of shame. Men are not made 
better by being sent,there. Men are 
made worse. Men are turned back 
upon a world with hatred of society 
in their hearts. Meh who would be 
useful citizens after they get out be- 
come leeches upon society because of 
the viciousness they leurn there and

Tresea’s charge that narcotics or 
“dope” is sold: in the prison. is not 
new. Cases where such sales are 
made ‘are constantly beinf discov- 
ered. But the records - show § that 
Warden Snook has reduced this evil 
within a remarkably short time; has 
installed a new system which seeks 
to stop the traffic at its source out- 
side the prison walls and now has 
information concerning “a dope syn- 
dicate’ which will soon lead: to ar- 
rests of outsiders who have heen the 
most active in smuggling the con- 
traband into the prison. 
The statement of Tresca Shat he 
carried out of the prison in the scie 
of his shoe the names of prisoners 
who peddle heroin, a deadly drug.

“the hole.” The prison records ghow 
that the “other causes” were two cases 
of insolence to guards. The fi¥8t case 
brought him a reprimand and ® warfh- 
ing. When the offense was répeated 
only a few days before his term ex- 
pired he was sent to the “isolation 
ward” which the prisoners call “the 
hole.” This section of the prison is 
as clean as any other, according tv 
the examination made Monday. The 
cells are well ventilated, contain clean 
beds and accessories, and althongh 
used for punitive purposes for prison- 
ers, are far cleaner and more com- 
fortable than the cells in the average 
state prison, ' 

Tresca, it was stated, was released 
from “the holeS5 by order of the war- 
den himself. ‘The release was ordered 
beeause the guards had violated a new 
rule of the warden prohibiting them

Newspapers give the greatest promi- 
nence to dispatches from Spitzbergen 
as well as to the speculations of other 
explorers and of Arctic experts as to 
what might have happened after the 
party hopped off for the North Pole. 

Reports- from the United States 
that the United States navy dirigible 
airship Shenandoah of Los Angeles 
might be pressed into service to search 
for the explorers have aroused the 
keenest interest. 

So far, it is the general opinion 
here, however, that there is no imme- 
diate cause for anxiety. Many Nor- 
wegian, other Scandinavian, and 
English authorities say it is probable 
the party reached the pole, and that 
Amundsen row is waiting favorable 
weather conditions before attempting 
to return, .

Washington, May 25.—Silas H. 
Strawn, Chicago lawyer, at the re- 
quest of President Coolidge, has ac-

It is estimated there are 100,000 
acres in Georgia planted this year 
to bright tobacco. In the area in

It is 
stated that fully 500 families have 
moved into the tobacco section from 
the Carolinas within the last 12 
months.

“The price outlook for most types 
of tobacco is better now than a year 
ago. While stocks held by dealers and 
merchants on October 1, 1924, were 
163 million pourids larger than a year 
previous, the 1924 crop was 272 mil- 
lion pounds less, a net decrease of 
109 million pounds, or 3 per cent, in 
the total supplies as of October 1, 
1924, The euwrrent price per pound 
for most types is as good or better 
than one year ago, and there is no 
apparent indication of a slackening of 
domestic or foreign demand for to- 
bacco. Of the types, flue-cured to- 
bacco appears to be in the strongest 
position.” . 
In the tobacco-growing move- 
ment, which is spreading so rapidly 
over South Georgia, care must be 
exercised, as in any other branch of 
agriculture with which the farmer 
is not acquainted, as to type and 
quality of soil required and as to the 
only methods of cultivation that will 
succeed. There was a tremendous 
tobacco-growing movement in Geor- 
gia many years ago, but it succumb- 
ed because the farmers went into it 
recklessly and without the necessary 
knowledge as to growing and par- 
ticularly “curing” the leaf. The 
present’ movement has succeeded 
because those going into it have 
profited by the mistakes then made. 
Well-trained tobacco culturists were 
brought into the state from North 
Carolina and the industry moved off 
slowly, growing each year as expe- 
rience widened. 
A good tobacco soil is one that 
has a sandy top soil to a depth of 
6% inches, underlain with a yellow 
sand which grades into a yellow 
sandy clay. Professor Westbrook, 
of the state college of agriculture, 
who is a specialist in tobacco. cul- 
ture, says the soil should be uniform 
in fertility and not “patchy.” It 
should not contain excess amounts 
of nitrogen, should be well-drained 
and as free as possible from diseases, 
It is even more necessary*to know 
how to cure the tobacco after it has 
been properly grown. Many a crop 
of fine, bright leaf has been destroy- 
ed—or certainly seriously injured— 
in the curing barn through careless- 
ness or ignorance as to the proper 
curing methods. | 

All in all, tobacco growéng looks 
most promising in Georgia. There 
is ilttle reason for apprehension as 
to over-production. This is espe- 
cially true as to Georgia, for the 
Georgia. leaf, as a whole, stands in 
a class by itself and is used almost 
exclusively in cigarette manufactur- 
ing—the gross output of which is 
annually increasing.

- RESISTANCE. 


In a very health book just pub- 
lished by W. B. Saunders company, 
Philadelphia, and correctly entitled 
“Personal Hygiene Applied,” the au- 
thor, Dr. Jesse Feiring Williams, of 
Columbia university, devotes several 
pages to a discussion of the subject 
of “colds,” and if Dr. Williams were 
a professor of physical education in 
teachers college, he could not have 
written anything more rediculous than 
he puts in this chapter about “cold.” 
Maybe he intended it as humor. That's 
the way it reads. The funny part 
begins on page 222. First there are 
some little rules for the “prevention 
wit aap and a good laugh in every 
rule: 

(1.) Sufficient sleep in well yen- 
tilated rooms. If body is well protect- 
ed by bed clothing, there should be no 
fear of drafts. A direct draft upon 
the head is undesirable. 

I groves the Columbia professors 
weal nightcaps, or cover their heads 
with blankets, for safety. This rule 
reminds me of the girl who wanted to 
go out to swim and readily obtained 
her mother’s permission. When Dr. 
Williams uses the word “protection” 
in rule No. 1, he betrays his confu- 
sion. 

(2.) Avoid close, poorly ventilated 
rooms, and especially those with high 
temperatures. 

Why not include a special caution 
about barking one’s shins on the furni- 
ture or falling downstairs? Do peo- 
ple naturally prefer close, poorly ven- 
tilated rooms, that we must caution 
them about it? : 

(3.) Avoid chilling the body. Keep 
the body warm when riding or sitting 
quiet. When walking or exercising 
there is no danger; the mistakes are 
made when resting following the ‘ac- 
tivity. ; 

I am strong, literally, they tell me, 
‘for the first part of rule No. I 
never chill my body with cold water 
or cold air, if I can contrive to avoid 
it. I have known a patient far 
gone’in delirium tremens to chill his 
body with a run through the winter 
snow in his nighty—which did him no 
harm—and I have known of other ab- 
solutely demeted creatures chilling 
their bodies, but I have never known 
of anybody of normal intelligence or 
even a moron with sufficent intelli- 
gence to read chilliftg his body. JI 
wonder what sort of a being Dr. Wil- 
liams—and the old fogy health officers 
and superannuated medical men who 
agree with him—can have in mind 
when issuing such advice or instrpc- 


n. 

“When walking or exercising there 
is no danger’—danger of what? 
Catching cold? Neither Dr. Wil- 
liams nor anybody else can. produce 
any scientific evidence that one is not 
lifely to catch any of the diseases 
blanketed under the trick title, “cold,” 
while walking or exercising; or evi- 
dence that one is more likely to con- 
tract such disease when resting fol- 
lowing such activity. That is just 
medical hocus pocus, and nothing else. 

(4.) Kee» the general health at the 
best and highest level posible. 

Yes, and ‘keep your shirt on, out of 
mischief, plugging away and the ten 
commandments. “Keep sober. Keep 
your fingers crossed. Keep your rent 
paid or ke#p as cheerful as posible 
over your taxes. Keep a horse or a 
bird or a dog or pigs or a wife or a 
flivver well fed. 

There are no more rules in Dr. 
Williams’ joke box. He row launches 
into the discussion of “colds.” Will- 
ing to forgive and forget the nonsense 
about drafts and chilling he has just 
uttered, the author tells us that the 
severity of “cold” (which, of course, 
he wisely refrains from defining), de- 
pends upon two factors, first the num- 
ber and virulence of the invading bac- 
teria, and second the resistance of the 
body to infection. This factor of re- 
sistance is a tough one and, we'll chew 
Fon it some more by and bye.

Attorneys for the prosecution, in-

Attorneys Make Statement. 


“While we have no desire to try 
the Scopes case through the press, we 
think that in justice to the people of 
Dayton, the full truth of the prosecu- 
tion of Professor Scopes should be 
known, and hence make the following 
statement: 

“The impression has g6ne out in 
some parts that the prosecution of 
this case was nothing more than a 
‘mock’ affair, so far as the trial of 
the case is toncerned, and that the 
idea originated in the minds of Day- 


) ton people for publicity purposes. ’ 
“Nothing is further from the truth.. 


The defendant, J. I. Scopes, who was 
a teacher in the high school of Rhea 
county, at Dayton, was, before the 
passage of the law in question, as 
well as after the passage of this law, 
teaching to the students of Dayton 
and Rhea county, Darwin’s and other 
theories of evolution. According to 
the statements of some of the school 
children he taught: “That man orig- 
inated as a small one-cell animal, 
living first in the seas.’ He taught 
= man came from. the ‘lower ani- 
mals, 


Discussed Upon Streets. 

“Some few days before he was for- 
mally arrested on this charge, the 
matter of his teaching evolution was 
bing discussed publicly about the 
streets and in the business houses at 
Dayton. As this report became more 
widely spread, the people almost as a 
whole began to express resentment at 
such a condition, and although the 
warrant for the arrest of Professor 
Scopes was sworn out by a friend of 
evolution for the purpose of testing 
the law, it would have in the course 
‘of a day or so, been issued upon the 
complaint of other citizens of the town 
and patrons of the school for the 
purpose of preventing the teaching of 
such doctrine % the public schools. 

“There is not a person in Dayton 
who had the slightes® idea that the 
arrest and indictment of Professor 
Seopes would cause any such pulp 
licity as it has. The purpose of his 
indictment was to protect the school 
children and to prevent the teaching 
of a science contrary to that given to 
man by God. 

Resent Publicity Imputation.

“The people of Dayton strongly re- 
sent the imputation that this case is 
being prosecuted for publicity pur- 
poses.

The grand jury made 4a 
thorough investigation -of the matter 
today and upon the examination of a 
number of witnesses returned the in- 
dietment against Professor Scopes.” 

Mr. Scopes declined to comment 
after the indistment other than to sav 
that he was not surprised, as he had 
expected to be indicted. 

_ Charge to Jury. 

In cWarging the grand jury, Judge 
Raulston said: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: 


“At the request of some -of your 
good citizens, [ have reconvened you 
for the pu@pose of investigating an 
alleged violation of chapter 27 of the 
acts of 1925, which makes it unlaw- 
ful to teach ‘in ‘universities, normals 
and other public schools of the state. 
which are supported in whole or in 
part by thé public schools fund of the 
state, any theory that denies the 
story of Divine creation of man as 
taught in the Bible, and to teach in- 
stead that man has descended from 
a lower order of animal. 

“This act became the law in Ten- 
nessee on March 21, 1925, and reads 
as follows: 

“‘*Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
general assembly of the state of Ten- 
nessee, that it should be unlawful for 
any teacher in any of the universities, 
normals and all other public schools 
of the state to teach any theory that

“*Has this statute been violated, 
by the accused, teaching a theory in 
the public schools of Rhea county 
that denies the story of the Divine 
creation of man ag taught in -the 
Bible, and if such an offense has 
been committed, and was it commit- 
ted since the passing of this act, and 
prior to this inquiry? 

“If you find that the statute has 
been violated, you should indict the 
guilty party promptly. You will bear 
in mind that in this investigation you 
are not interested to inquire into the 
policy or wisdom of this legislation. 

Government Division. 


“Both our state and federal gov- 
ernment are divided into three dis- 
tinct and separate branches or de- 
partments, and each has its functions 
and responsibilities independent of 
the other, and there should be no in- 
terferences, infringement or encroach- 
ment by the one upon the rights, du- 
ties, responsibilities, and functions of 
the other. ‘The policy and wisdom. 
of any particular legislation addressed 
itself to the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment provided the proposed legis- 
lation is within constitutional limita- 
tions. Our constitution imposes upon 
the judicial branch of government the 
interpretation of the statutes and 
upon the executive departments, the 
execution of the law. eo 

“The statute involved in this inves- 
tigation provides that a violation con- 
stitutes only a misdemeanor, but there 
are degrees of crime not by. expressed 
provision of statutes but in reality, 
involved in misdemeanors as well as 
in felonies, and in t!.e very nature of 
things, I would regard a violation of 
this statute a high misdemeanor. And 
in so declaring, I make no reference 
to the policy or constitutionality of 
the statute, but to the evil example 
of the teacher disregarding constituted 
authority in the presence of those 
who taught and morals he is to direct 
and guide. To teach successfully, we 
must teach both by precept and ex- 
ample. / 

Development of Thought. 
. “The schovl room is not only a 
place to develop the power of thought, 
but also a piace to develop discipline, 
power or restraint and character. If 
a teacher openly and flagrantly vio- 
lates the law of the land in the ex- 
ercise of his profession, this exar:pl- 
eannot be wholesome upon the unde- 
veloped mind, and naturally tends to 
create and breed a spirit of disre- 
gard for good order, and a want of 
respect for necessary discipline and 
restraint in our body politic. 

“In this investigation you should 
not be concerned as to the attitude of 
accused as to whether or not he is 
willing or unwilling to be indicted. 
If an accused is .o be exonerated of 
guilt, because of his having expressed 
a willingness to be indicted, this would 
afford a great avenue of escape for 
the guilty. What you and IJ, as court 
officials, are vitally ‘interested in 
is to ascertain whether or not the law 
has been violated, and if it has, it 
becomes oun duty to upheld the law 
and preserve its integrity. 

“Now, gentlemen of the jury, it is 
your duty to investigate this allezed 
offense without prejudice or bias, an.l 
with open minds and if you find that 
there has been a wilful violation of 
the statute. you should promptly re- 
t rn a true bill. Otherwise, you shou! 
return ‘no bill.’ You may proceed 
with your inquiry.

Chattanooga, Tenn... May 25.—In a 
copyright article, the Chattanooga 
News, in its issu2 of Monday, prints 
the following comment from William 
Jennings Bryan in regard to the

The law was 
written on the theoty that the schools 
are controlled by the voters; acting 
through the legislsture, in all other 
matters, ‘why not in education, and, 
if the schools are not to be controlled 
by the people, who then shall control 
them ? 

They only 
number one in ten thousand of our 
No such oligarchy was 
ever known by the teachers. 

“When were employees ever inde- 
pendent of their employers? 

“The newspapers that have treated 
the Tennessee law as a joke will 
find it no joking matter. 

“Some legislatures. and some courts 
have excluded the Bible from the 
schools, If a legislature can prohibit 
the reading of the Bible, can it not 
prohibit the teaching of a book that 
calls the Bible a lie? 

“The right of the people to control 
the schools supported by taxation is 
a sacred right and cannot be surren- 
dered.”

Lexington, Ky., May 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Merging of the 
general council of the Presbyterian 
and Reformed churches in America 
into the western section of the Alli- 
ance of Reformed Churches through- 
out the world holding the Presbyte- 
rian belief was voted this afternoon 
by the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States.

Only four schools were represented 
at the final meeting of the prep league 
directors Monday afternoon at the 
Atlanta Athletic club, but two amend- 
ments to the league _ constitutions 
were adopted.

Chicago, May 25.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press).—Sensational upturns 
in prices both for corn and for wheat, 
and rye, as well, resulted today from 
freezing weather over the grain belt 
as far south as Kansas. ‘Tempera- 
tures, the lowest at this time in 
seventy years were reported. Need 
of widespread replanting of corn was 
predicted, and serious apprehension 
was expressed as to the outlook for 
the wintet wheat crop. After an 
extreme jump of 81-8e a_ bushel, 
the corn market closed unsettled 
31-8c to 71-8c net higher. Wheat 
finished strong at the day’s top, 
13-4 to 57-3c up May 171-34 to 
172 and July 1615-4 to 162, rye up 
as much as 8c with oats showing 
11-2 to 17-8c gain and provisions 
varying from 10¢ decline to 15¢ ad- 
vance, 

Corne quickly, jumped to the front 
as the market ‘leader. Before trad- 
ing has been in progress an hour, ac- 
tive buying sent prices soaring far 
beyond ordinary limits as reports 
flooded in from some of the choicest 
sections of the corn belt saying frost 
had done irreparable damage,. not- 
ably in Mlinois, Iowa and Minne- 
sota. Some messages spoke of the 
corn fields as having turned black. 
Forecasts of additional frost tonight 
tended further to stimulate buying, 
and to make offerings scarce, except 
to realize profits. As a result, the 
corn market continued to be in a 
flurry chroughout the day notwith- 
standing the bulge in prices for corn 
reached the maximum long ahead of 
wheat.

Paris, May 25.—In a note to Ger- 
many gsi ing, Maes that country’s pro- 
posals for a European security pact, 
France .has expressed the hope that 
the United States may participate 
in an arrangement for safeguarding 
European peace. - 

In. making this gesture, the 
French government. confirmed a sug- 
gestion which was contained in the 
German proposal, 

This is disclosed.in the draft of a 
French note which replies, in the 
name of the allies, to the recent Ger- 
man advances for a _ pact that 
would provide European’ security. 
The note was forwarded to England 
for study in the foreign office there 
before being dispatched to Berlin. 
The British government asked the 
French for furthe> details on cer- 
tain sections of the note. France 
has supplied this information and it 
is indicated here that the original 
French document will not be changed 
materially, if at all, before it is pre- 
sented to Germany. 

Must Abide By Treaty. 

“It goes without ‘saying.” the note 
asserts, “that if the United States 
can associate itself with these ac- 
cords, France will be happy to see 
the great American nation partici- 
pate,” 

Most important, 
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from the stand- 


the note’s insistence that any peace 
pact must be kept within the frame- 
work of the Versailles treaty and 
must be conditional upon Germany’s 
entrance into the league of nations. 
The preface to the note states that 
the French government and the al- 
ties have studied the suggestions in 
the Germar memorandum and “have 


1 seen in the demarche of the German 


vovernment evidence of pacific 
thoughts which are-in accord with 
theirs.” pe: 

In the main text of the note, it is 
pointed out that the German pro- 
posals mention the league of nations 
¢nly incidentally. Declaring that the 
allies are bound by the league, the 
note adds: 

Must Enter League. 

“An accord cannot be realized un- 
tess Germany assumes the obligations 
and enjoys the rights provided in the 
covenant of the league of nations. An 
accord can be formulated only if Ger- 
many enters the league,.of nations up- 
der the conditions outlimed in the let- 
ter from the council of the league on 
March 14.” 

The French reply emphasizes that 
no security dgreement can be a sub- 
stitute for the treaties of peace. 

“The accords to be concluded,” the 
note says, “must not imply revision 
of these treaties nor in practice bring 
about modification of them.” 

The allies, the note adds, will npt 
renounce the right to oppose: any fail- 
ure to observe the stipulations ef the 
treaties. 

The French also hold that the pact 
must not affect the clauses of the 
Versailles treaty having to do with 
the occupation of the Rhineland. The 
note stipulates that Belgium must be 
a party to the pact, pointing out that 
the German memorandum did not ex- 
pressly mention Belgium.

“In this next bed, Mr. Burbank, 

we have a border of marigolds with 

nasturtiums beyond, and at the back, 

young cosmos just beginning life. ° I 

am sure all three of these have 

passed under your hands and will 
be all the better understood and 
liked for that reason.” 

“The mariguld,” said Mr. Bur- 
bank, “has been through quite a pro- 
cess of training and education, and 
in some species has perhaps reached 
its limit of variation, if such a: state 
is possible, but some interesting 
forms have been developed.” 

“And there are wild marigolds as 
well?”

“Yes, there is a species from Ari- 
zona which grows as a shrub and 
bears in the autumn single yellow
